DEATH or HENRY M.EDDY.—This young 


man, who formerly lived in this city and 
worked in this office, and who was a son 
of the Rev. Dr. Eddy, was lost overboard 
from the steamer John M. Groesbecl; and 
drowned, about 30 miles below Memphis. 
He had been in 23 battles and served a 
term in a rebel prison. The Chicago Tri- 
bune publishes a letter relating to the mat- 
ter, from which we make the following ex- 
tract: 


VICKSBURG, Miss., Feb. 15, 1865. 


On the passage hither of the transport 


steamer Jotin H. Groefbeck, when about 
20 miles below Memphis, Henry M Eddv 
a private of Co. B, 58th Illinois, and for- 
merly a compositor in the offiec of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, was drowned, by falling 
from the deck of the steamboat into the 
river, whilst endeavoring to lake a bundle 
of clothing down into the cabin. The 
alarm was instantly given, and the boat 
stopped, but all efforts to save him were 
fruitless, although he struggled desperate- 
ly to save himself from a watery grave. 


Mr. Eddy had been in the service of the 


Government ever since the breaking out 
of the war. 
He was one of the first to rash 


to arms upon the occasion of the rebels 
firing upon Fort Sumter, and was in the 
company which left Chicago to occupy 
Cairo. After serving in the three months

Washington, March 9.—The Charlotte 


?*.C.,Hullclin of Feb. 23th says every 
thing we hear tends to increase our confi- 
dence and lift our hopes from doubt in 
which for several weeka we have been 
buried. Our authorities are alive to the 
emergency and although the task before 
them is Herculean we believe that success 
will reward its completion. 


The Richmond Examiner says it is stated 


that a few days ago Gen. Longstreet com- 
municated with the enemy under a Hag of 
truce and that tho object of communica- 
tion was to effect an arrangement for the 
return of deserters on both sides. 


Tho question of arming slaves is expect- 


ed to be decided to-day, Tucsdav, in the 
Confederate Congress. 


The following highly important commu- 


nication and editorial, disclosing fur the 
hrs: time tho effort of the rebel Congress 
to force Jeff. Diivia and Stephens to resign 
and to make Hunter President, with a 
view to submission, are from the Rich- 
mond Enquirer of the 7th:

gaged the greater part of the time, the re- 
maining ones being on duty elsewhere. 
The second day of the encounter, they 
numbered but two line officers. Capt. B. 
S. Williams and Lieut. S. Ellsworth, both 
of whom, in the final charge, displayed 
unusual gallantry, seizing the oo'lors of 
their respective commands, and rushing 
on through the rebel lines into positions 
of the utmost peril. 
But the lack of offi 


cers in other companies made no differ- 
ence with the men. 
They (might bravely 


and efficiently. 
'' Fjrtunatcly for the regiment, it ix at 
present, more than respectably command- 
ed. Lieut. Col. Brittuu is a gentleman of 
jood habit", generous impulses, modest de 
ncanpr, and dauntless courage. Surgeon 
Mus'ta) and Quartermaster MoCauley, are 
officers of unusual ability in their respec- 
tive departments. The former, a gentle 
man of good natural endowment*, liberal 
culture, fine iaste, and more than ordinary 
>rofcs--ional ski!I} is always at his post, 
ninistcring to the sick and careing for the 
wounded; the latter, prompt, gcuernus, 
accommodating, aud of good business ca- 
pacity, is usually found in the right place 
at tho right time, doing serviceable things. 
Mingling with the combatants on the last 
battlefield, he dashed up to a rebel Major 
andicommanded him to surrender. Hesi- 
ating to obey the command, a few well 
directed blows from McCauley's rusty old 
.abre, brought him to his senses und plac- 
ed him among the prisoners of war. 


Xcver was tbc regiment more united, in 


better health and spirits, or better satisfied 
with its regimental, brigade, division, and 
corps commanders. Wisconsin may well 
be proud of her gallant nuns. Otir loss 
wr.sjscven killed and fifty-twu wounded.
